(6) Outside secured - an automobile storage facility that is 
not indoors and is secured by a fence, wall or other man-made 
barrier, that is at least six (6) feet high. The facility is to be 


lighted at night. i 


(7) Outside unsecured - an automobile storage facility that 
is not indoors and is not secured by a fence, wall or other man- 
made barrier, and all other storage facilities not defined above as 
inside building or outside unsecured. . . 


(8) Storage charges for 24 hour period - the maximum 
allowable amount to be charged by a storage facility for a period 
of 24 hours or fraction thereof. A new 24 hour period begins at 


12:02 A.M. 


(9) Tow vehicle - only those vehicles equipped with a boom or 
booms, winches, slings, tilt beds, wheel lifts or under reach 
equipment specifically designed by its manufacturer for the removal 
or transport of motor vehicles. 


(10) Tow vehicles base of service - the towing operator's 
principal place of business where the tow vehicle is stationed when 
not in use. 


2. Official Towe to be Appoirnted/ Towers List 
A. The City Council shall appoint persons or companies 


meeting the criteria set forth in this Ordinance and engaged in the 
business of offering the services of a motor vehicle towing or 
wrecker service, whereby damaged or disabled motor vehicles are 
towed or otherwise removed from the place where they are damaged or 
disabled, by use of a tow vehicle, as defined in this chapter. 
Such persons or companies shall be known as "Official Towers". 
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B. "Official Towers" shall be identified by means of a 
license that shall be issuedfor a three (3) year period in 
accordance with the provisions of this ordinance. 


c. Not less than seventy-five (75) days prior to the 
beginning of each three (3) year term of Official Tower's license, 
the City shall advertise for applications for providing towing 
Services pursuant to this Ordinance. The advertisement shall be 
published in the Star Ledger. 


D. All applicants shall submit their applications at least 
sixty (60) days prior to the commencement date for each three (3) 
year period and the applications shall be reviewed in accordance 
with the procedures sct žorih iu tnis Ordinance. The award of a 
license to the successful applicants shall be subject to compliance 
with the license requirements of this Ordinance. 


E. For the purposes of the licenses to be awarded, pursuant 
to this Ordinance, in the year in which it is adopted, the initial 
term of the license shall begin the date the license is issued and 
run for a three (3) year period. Licenses issued thereafter shall 
be for a three (3) year period commencing onthe date the license is 
issued and terminating three (3) years thereafter. 


F. Notwithstanding che provisions of this Ordinance that 
provide for a three year term of the license, “Official Towers" 
shall submit no later than December 1st of each year that the 
towing license is in effect, a detailed certification certifying 
that the "Official Tower" meets the requirements of this Ordinance 
in regard to the issuance of licenses. Said certification shall be 
submitted to the Director of Police for his review and approval. 
Failure to submit the certification or failure to continue to abide 
by the requirements of this Ordinance in regard to the issuance of 
a towing license shall subject the "Official Tower" to revocation 
of the license in accordance with the procedures contained within. 


3. Services to be Furnished 


A. Official Towers shall furnish adequate and proper 
wrecking, towing, storage and emergency repair services to motor 
vehicles damaged or disabled or recovered stolen within the limits 
of the Five (5) wards of the City of Newark when requested by 
dispatch of the City of Newark Police Department. 


B. No "Official Tower" shall subcontract any work to be 
performed pursuant to this Ordinance without first having obtained 
prior written consent from the Director of Police. 


Any "Official Towers’ Lo wnom approvai to subcontract work nas been 
given shall be responsible for the services performed by the 
subcontractor and shall remain liable for any violation of this 
Ordinance by the subcontractor. 


4. Application Process 


(A) Applications for the inclusion on the "Official Tower's" 
list shall be made to the City Council on a form prepared by the 
Law Department and shall contain all of the following information: 
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(1) A Background Check to determine if either the - 
applicant or the applicant's personnel have been convicted of a o 
criminal offense or have had their driver's licenses suspended or 
revoked within the past year. Conviction of a criminal offense or 
suspension of driver's license within the past year shall be a 
cause for disqualification from inclusion on the "Official 


Tower's" list. 


(2) An inspection of personnel, vehicles, equipment and 
Storage area proposed to be utilized by the applicant to verify the 
accuracy of the information contained in the application and to 
determine compliance with applicable laws and regulations and the 
standards of performance required by this! chapter. 


(C) An applicant may be included on the "Official Tower’s" 
list by the City Council, by resolution adopted at a regular public 
‘meeting, when, from a consideration of the application and from 
such other information as may otherwise be!obtained, they find that 
ALL of the following circumstances exist. 


(1) The applicant has not knowingly and with intent to - 
deceive, made any false, misleading or fraudulant statements of 
material fact in the application or in any other document required 
pursuant to this Ordinance. : 


(2) The applicant has met the standards in this chapter 
and has furnished the required Hold Harmless Agreement and 
certificates of insurance. 


(3) The application has been reviewed and approved by 
the Police Director. 


(4) Neither the applicant nor the applicant's personnel i 
have been convicted of a criminal offense or had their driver's o 
license suspended within the past year. 


(D) The Police Director shall conduct his review and render 
a report to the City Council, recommending either approval or 
denial of the application, within twenty-one (21) days of receipt 
of the application from the Business Administrator. The City 
Council shall take action with regard to the application within 
fourteen (14) days of receipt of the report! of the Police Director. 
The applicant or it's representatives, shall be given notice of the 
date on which the City Council will consider the application and 
shall be premitted to appear and be heard at that time. 


(E) Written notice of tke approval or denial of the 
application shall be provided to the applicant within seven (7) 
days of the decision of the City Council. 


(F) If the City Council fails to take action within sixty 
(60) days of receipt of a complete application , the application 
Shall be deemed to have been denied. 


5, Issuance of Licenses 


(A) Upon approval cf the application herebin provided, the 
Division of Licenses shall issue the applicant an "Official 
Tower's" license for each tow vehicle or flatbed to be utilized in 
providing services pursuant to this Ordinance. 


(B) Said licenses shall be in a form approved by the City 
Council and shall be displayed on the tow vehicle or flatbed 
vehicle at all times. 
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(1) The name, business and residence address, and 
telephone number of the owner of the company. If the owner is a 
corporation, the application shall contain the name, business and 
residence address and telephone number of every stockholder owning 
more than 10% of the issued stock. 


(2) Such information as may be required by the Mayor and 
City Council concerning personnel, vehicles, equipment and storage 
facilities of such applicant, as hereinafter provided, showing that 
the applicant meets the minmum standards of performance. 


(3) A certificate or certificates of insurance 
evidencing adequate insurance coverage as hereinafter provided. 


(4) The names and addresses of two (2) business 
references who have known the applicant for at least two years. 


(5) Certification that the applicant will be able to 
provide towing services in two (2) to three (3) wards of the City 
of Newark with a maximum response time of twenty (20) minutes, 
except when extraordinary circumstances occur. 


(6) Certification that the applicant will be available 
for service on business premises twenty-four (24) hours a day and 
that they will abide by the fees contained in or referred to in 
this section. : 


(7) A site plan showing the location ofthe storage area, 
the number of cars that can be stored, and the total square footage 


of the storage area. 


. (8) An agreement to abide by the general rules and 
regulations established by the Police Department and the Law 
Department in connection with towing procedures within the City. 


(B) The applicant shall submit completed duplicate 
applications to the Business Administrator, who shall forward 
a copy to the Police Director for his review and approval. 
The review by the Police Director shall consist of the following:

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(C) Said licenses shall be valid for the three (3) year 
period as set forth in the Ordinance, shall be non transferable and 
shall be subject to revocation by the City Council for any of the 
following reasons: 


(1) If it is subsequentiy determined that the applicant 
knowingly and with intent to deceive, made false, misleading or 
fraudulant statements of material fact in the application or in any 
document. required pursuant to this Ordinance. 


(2) Violation of any federal law, state law or City 
Ordinance or regulation relating to the operation of a motor 
vehicle or the provision of towing services. 


(3) Violation of any rule or regulation promulgated by 
the New Jersey Department of Insurance. 


(4) Unsatisfacory service provided pursuant to this 
Ordinance. : 


(5) Failure to annually certify compliance with the 
requirements of this Ordinance as required within. 


(D) The license fee for the license issued under this section 
shall be $100.00 per license per vehicle as an administrative 
charge. An additional fee of $50.00 per vehicle will be requied 
annually for the review of certification and inspection of vehicles 
and equipment submitted by the "Official Tower" pursuant to this 
Ordinance. 


(E) Licenses shall not be transferable from one, vehicle to 
another without the consent of the Police Director. Consent may be 
granted at the sole discretion of the Police Director, if the 
licensee demonstrates that the transferee vehicle complies with all 
of the requirements of this Ordinance. 


(6) Minimum standaxds of performance 


To qualify for inclusion on che list of "Official Towers", 
applicants must meet the following minimum standards: 


(A) MINIMUM VEHICLE REQUIREMENTS 


(1) Every "Official Tower" shall maintain and have available 
to render services required by this chapter a minimum of two (2) 
regular tow vehicles, one (1) heavy duty wrecker and two (2) flat 
bed vehicles. 


(2) VEHICLE CLASSES 


(a) Regular tow vehicles must be equipped with a 
boom or winch assembly mounted on a chassis, a dolly assembly, a 
tow sling or wheel lift sceertly zt lecst cne hundred (100) feet of 
either three-eigths (3/8) inch or seven-sixteenths (7/16) inch 
cable attached to a motor driven winch.

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(b) Flatbed vehicles must be equipped with a winch 
or hydraulically operated bed which slides or tilts to accomodate 
the transporting of vehicles. 


(3) Every "Official Tower" shall have available a heavy duty 
wrecker with an under reach rated at 35,000 pounds and shall be 
capable of towing new style buses and trucks with fiberglass front 
ends. 


(4) A11 equipment shall comply with all state and federal 
regulations and all vehicle operators shall possess a valid C.D.L. 
license for over 26,000 pounds. 


(5) Each applicant shall submit, along with its application, 
proof of ownership or lease of the vehicles which will be utilized 
to provide services pursuant to this chapter. 


(B) MINIMUM EQUIPMENT REQUIREMENTS 


(1) Every tow vehicle or flatbed vehicle shall be equipt 
with the following: 


(a) At least one (1) amber rotating beacon or strobe 
light mounted on the highest practical location of the vehicles, 
visible from 360 degrees when in use and visible at a minimum 
distance of five hundred (500) feet during daylight hours. 


(b) One (1) snatch block per winch. 


(c) Safety tow lights or magnetic tow lights for 
towing vehicles at night, amber colored. 


(d) Extra chains and cable for pulling or 
securing a towed vehicle. 


(e) At least one (1) heavy duty broom, shovel, 
crowbar or prybar, jumper cables, a 
flashlight, one (1) 21b. fire extinguisher or 
larger of a dry chemical type, one (1) dozen 
flares or similar warning devices for 
placement at the scene of an accident or 
behind a disabled vehicle, at least ten (10) 
pound of dry sand or a drying compound for 
gasoline and oil spilled on the roadway and a 
sufficient quantity and types of tools to 
enable the tow operator to perform proper and 
adequate emergency repair services for the 
tow. 


(2) Every tow vehicle or flatbed vehicle shall comply 
with any and all federal, state and local laws,regulations 
and ordinances pertaining to safety, lighting and towing 
equipment requirements and shall be subject to inspection by 
the Police Department at any time. No changes may be made in 
said vehicles or equipment unless prior written approval is 
obtained from the City. .

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(3) Every tow vwhicle or flatbed vehicle shall display 
the "Official Tower’s" license and shall have the name of the 
"Official Tower" displayed on the vehicle in such manner and 
of such lettering as conforms to the provisions of N.J.S.A. 
39:4-46. 


(C) MINIMUM PERSONNEL REQUIREMENTS 

(1) "Official Towers" shall have available, at all 
times, a minimum of two (2) bersons to provide the services 
required by this chapter. 


All persons employed by "Official Towers" to provide the 
services require? wr thie chapt:r shall meet the fcllowing 
requirements and be subject to the following regulations. 
They shall: 


(a) Be competent mechanics able to provide 
minimum road service for disabled vehicles 
including but not limited to: 


1. Flat tires. 
2. Battery jumps or recharges. 
3. Gasoline replacement. 


(b) Have a valid driver's license with no 
restrictions or conditional endorsements other 
than a condition requiring the use of 
eyeglasses or contact lenses. ` 


(c) Be mentally alert, present a neat 
appearance and a courteous manner at all 
times. 


(d) Obey all traffic laws and. regulations. 


(e) Be subject to inspection by the City of Newark 
Police Deparcuant aac hali Le approved by the Police 
Director prior to rendering any services pursuant to this 
chapter. i 


(£) Not have been convicted of a crime nor have had 
their driving privileges suspended or revoked within the 
last year. 


(D) MINIMUM STORAGE REQUIREMENTS 


(1) Every "Official Tower" shall maintain an inside 
building or outside secured storage area meeting the 
following requirements 


(a) The storage area shall be capable of storing 
a minimum of fifty (50) passenger vehicles and three (3) 
tractor and trailers. The area shall have at least Eight 
Hundred square feet of inside storage facilities to hold and 
protect "police hold" vehicles. 


(b) The location of the storage area shall be 
either within the limits of the City of Newark or at a 
location in an area that has a common border with any of the 
five (5) wards of the City of Newark. 


(c) The storage area shall be fully enclosed by a 
sturdy fence having a minimum height of six (6) feet, with 
at least one (1) lockable gate for ingress and egress and 
shall be fully lighted from dusk to dawn. 
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(d) The storage area shall be in an area legally 
zoned for such use. 


(e) The storage facility shall be available 
twenty-four (24) hours a day, three hundred and sixty five 
(365) days a year and shall be open to the public seven (7) 
days a week during the hours of 8:00 am to 6:00 pm. The 
applicant shall specify any evening hours (after 6:00pm) 
when the tower’s choose to remain open on a regular basis. 


(£) The "Official Tower" shall have an employee on 
duty during all hours in which the storage facility is open. 


(g) The "Official Tower" shall not charge an 
additional fee for releasing a vehicle after normal business 
hours or on weekends. 


(20 The applicant shall submit proof of ownership 
or lease of the storage area with the application. l 


(3) The "Official Tower" shall be responsible for 
ensuring the proper and safe storage of all vehicles 
towed pursuant to this chapter. The "Official Tower" shall be 
liable for any damage incurred by such vehicles while in 
transit to or while stored in the storage areas. 


7. UTILIZATION OF THE OFFICIAL TOWER'S LIST 


A. "Official Tower's" shall be placed on the "Official 
Tower's" list at the beginning of each three (3) year period in 
accordance with the procedures as set forth in this Ordinance. The 
"Official Towers" shall rotate on the list for two (2) week period 
at a time or for such a period as may be determined by the City 
Council and enacted by amendment of this Ordinance. Each ward of 
the City of Newark shall have an individual "Official Tower's" list 
for rotation use in that ward. Nothing in this section shall be 
construed as to limit the number of "Official Towers" to be used in 
any one (1) ward nor should this section be construed to limit the 
number of wards on which any one (1) "Official Tower" may be 
listed. Furthermore nothing in this section shall be construed as 
to preclude any one (1) tower from performing services under more 
than one (1) list at the same time. (This with the understanding 
that any given tower performing services in more than one (1) ward 
at a time shall also have sufficient equipment and personnel to 
perform those services to the standards outlined herein.) 


B. The City shall request wrecking, towing or storage services 
from each "Official Tower" in rotation as designated in each wards 
"Official Tower's" list. When called, the tower shall advise the 
dispatcher if a vehicle is available and the estimated time of 
arrival. If no tow vehicle is available or if, in the discretion of 
the dispatcher making the request, the response time is 
insufficient under the circumstances (more than 1 hour) to properly 
protect the public health, safety or welfare, the next "Official 
Tower" on the list shall be called for that particular towing 
event. The "Official Tower" who is at the top of the list, however, 
shall remain on the top of the list for any subsequent calls until 
that tower's two (2) week period at the top of the list has 
expired. 


(C) All requests for service shall be made by City of Newark 
Police Dispatchers.

(D) The City shall request service only from those "Official 
Towers" provided, however, that if no emergency or road hazard 
exists, the City shall request such service from such other persons 
as the owner of the motor vehicle may request (i.e. private towers 
of the owner's personal choice).It is further provided that, if 
none of the "Official Towers" are available or able to provide the 
services requested, or if an emergency exists, the City may request 
the services of an "Official Tower" from another. ward,list. 


(E) During adverse weather conditions, heavy traffic 
conditions or emergency conditions, "Official Towers" shall give 
priority to requests from the City over any other requests which 
may have been received by the "Official Towers". 


8. HOLD HARMLESS AGREEMENT 


Applicant shall agree, in writing, to assume the defense of 
and indemnify and hold harmless the City of Newark, its elected 
officials, boards, commissions, officers, employees and agents, 
from all suits, actions, damages or claims to which the City may be 
subjected of any kind and nature whatsoever resulting from, caused 
by, arising out of or as a consequence of the provision of towing, 
wrecking, storage and\or emergency services provided at the request 
of the City pursuant to this chapter (with the exception of 
vehicles illegally or erroneously cited for parking violations by 
the City of Newark Police Department and towed pursuant thereto. 
This exception shall be evidenced by the Dismissal of the Citation 
by the Municipal Court of the City of Newark and then such 
liability shall be limited to the amount charged for the towing and 
storage services and incidental transportatipon services occasioned 
by the illegal or erroneous tow. Nothing in this section shall be 
construed to include any liability for property damage to the 
vehicle from the tow. Liability for all such claims for damages 
under these circumstances shall remain with the "Official Tower" as 
per the hold harmless agreement above). "Official Towers" shall 
enter into this hold harmless agreement in a form to be prepared by 
the Law Department prior to being included on the "Official 
Tower's" list. 


9. INSURANCE 


A. No person shall be included on the "Official Tower's" 
list unless and until such person has provided to the City a 
certificate or certificates of insurance evidencing that 
there is in effect the following insurance coverages: 


(1) Automobile Liability Insurance in an amount not 
less than $1,000,000.00 /1 Million Dollars) 
combined single limits. 


(2) Worker's Compensation as required by state law. 


(3) Garage Keeper's Liability in an amount not less 
than $300,000.00 (Three Hundred Thousand Dollars) 
per location. 


(4) Garage Liability in an amount not less than 
$ 1,000,000.00 (1 Million Dollars) combined single 
limit. 


(5) General Comprehensive Liability Insurance for 
bodily injury and »r^7--ty damage in the ^;zilowing 
amounts: 

Bodily in?ury insurance with limits of 
not less than $300,000.00 per person, 
$500,000.00 per accident. 
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Property damage liability insurance with 
a limit of not less than $100,000.00 per 
accident. 


B. Policies of insurance shall contain endorsements to 
provide collision coverage for vehicles in tow. 


C. Policies of insurance shall be written by insurance 
companies authorized to do business in the State of New 
Jersey. Insurance companies shall be acceptable to the 
City and shall have at least a B+ rating by any 
regionally recognized insurance rating service. 


D. The City of Newark shall be named as additional insured 
(as well as Certificate Holder) on all policies of 
insurance provided pursuant to this chapter. All 
certificates of insurance shall provide that the policies 
may not be cancelled, terminated or coverage decreased 
without thirty (30) day written notice to the City. 


E. Policies of 3inevrance reavired by this chapter shall be 
maintained in full force and effect at all times. In the 
event any coverage is cancelled, terminated, 
interrupted or decreased in amount, the tower shall be 
removed from the "Official Tower's" list until such time 
as the required coverage is reinstated or replaced. 


F. On the reverse side of all liability insurance 
certificates shall be the following Insurer Hold 
Harmless language endorsed by the insurer: 


" The insurer shall defend, indemnify and hold harmless 
the City of Newark, its agents, servents and 
administrators from and against any and all claims or 
actions at law, whether for personal injury or 
property damage liability including any costs of 
defense incurred by the City of Newark and any payment 
recoveries and judgments against the City of Newark 
which arise from any acts or omissions of the named 
insured, his agents or employees in the 
execution of the work and\or duties to be performed 
under this Ordinance which are deemed not to be the 
Sole responsibility of the City of Newark."

(i) In cases where an "Official Tower" must hire laborers or 
rent other equipment, all reasonable charges therefore, may be 
passed along to the owner of the vehicle upon production of 
proper documentation. 


(ii) For services to or from a point outside of the City of 
Newark, the charges shall be governed by the fee schedule of 
this Ordinance at the $ 65.00 rate mulitplied on a per hour 
basis (i.e. $65.00 for the original tow and an additional 
$65.00 per hour until the destination has been reached.)

lot storage area, a sign to apprise customers of the: 
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1.) Name of the Licensee; 

2.) Address of the premises; 

3.) Opening and closing hours; and 

4.) Rates charged for towing and storage. 


Signs displaying all of the above information shall be 
erected at points of inaress and egress of the storage area. 
If any point of ingress or egress is more than fifty (50) 
feet wide, such signs must be so positioned as to be no more 
than fifty (50) feet from said points of ingress and egress. 


Signs shall be of sheet metal or other suitable material and 
shall be displayed at a height of not less than four (4) 
feet (bottom edge) and not more than twelve (12) feet (top 
edge) above street level. No sign shall be less than twenty 
(20) nor more than fifty (50) square feet in size. 


Signs shall be composed of a solid background with all 
letters, numerals or symbols and be of the same contrasting 
color. The upper case (capital) letters are. to be two (2) 
inches high. Letters and numerals shall be proportionately 
spaced and shall neither be contracted or expanded so as to 
inhibit  readability. Each classification and applicable 
rates thereunder shall be listed on a separate line not to 
exceed forty (40) inches in width.

B. Pursuant to law, the fee schedule shall be reviewed by 
the New Jersey Commissioner of Insurance on an annual basis 
and may be revise? if necessary.

E. The City of Newark snaii noc pe liable or respousible 
for compensating the "Official Towers" for any of the 
services performed pursuant to this Ordinance unless 
those services are used for City owned: vehicles and those 
vehicles designated "Hold for investigation" by the City 
of Newark Police Department. Compensation shall be the 
responsibility of the owner of the towed vehicle and any 
action for collection of those costs shall be brought 
directly against the vehicle owner by the "Official 
Tower".

F. Each "Official Tower" shall, at all times, be 
responsible for the conduct and activities of its 
employees. 


G. Each "Official Tower" shall keep and maintain adequate 
and complete records showing all vehicles towed, stored and 
released, all services rendered and all fees charged and 
collected. All records shall be available for inspection by 
the City at any time during normal business hours. Records 
shall be kept and maintained by the "Official Tower" at one 
central location and shall be retained for a period of seven 
(7) years. Records may be written, printed or computerized 
as long as the reocuirements of this paragraph are met. 
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DISPUTE RESOLUTION AND LICENSE REVOCATION 


A. In the event a complaint is received by the City 
involving tbe improper or unsatisfactory performance of 
services by an "Official Tower", excessive charges or 
damage to a vehicle while in the custody of the tower, 
written notice of same shall be provided by the Business 
Administrator to the "Official Tower" involved. The tower 
Shall have the opportunity to respond, in writing, within ten 
(10) days. 


B. Within fourteen (14) days of the receipt of the towers 
response, or within twenty-one (21) days of the receipt of 
the compiaint (11 no response is received from the tower), 
the matter shall be presented by the Business Administrator 
to the Mayor and City Council. 


c. The Mayor or his/her designee and the City Council 
shall consider the matter at a regular public meeting and 
shall request that the complaintant and the tower involved 
appear and give testimony regarding the complaint.

Be advised that we represent Dente Brothers Tow , a 
contractor presently performing towing services for soe 
Municipality, which comrany has been serving the Municipality wit 
‘loyalty and honorably fer many years. 
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At ny client's request. I have reviewed the proposed Ordinarze 
establishing a rotation list of towers for the Municipality, which 
towers would provide towing and storage services without the 
necessity for public bidding. 


Kindly accept the following as commentary With respect to the 
contents of the proposed Ordinance which, I understand, is 
scheduled for second reading on Wednesday, January 4, 1995. 


The purpose of this letter is to request a postponement of any vote 
for passage of the Ordinance pending review of the comments 
contained herein such that the appropriate modifications, changes, 
deletions or additions, as appropriate, may be accomplished. 


The comments hereafter re submitted utilizing the same numbering 
system as contained in the Ordinance itself. 


May I first point out however that recent Federal Legislation, 
particularly, Public Law 103-305 enacted on August 23, 1994 and 
effective January 1, 1995 is already Federal law and part of 49 USC 
Section 10102 which, may already have preempted the Municipality's 
ability to regulate the intrastate transportation of property 
including towed vehicles. The effect of that Federal Legislation 
should be carefully considered before this Ordinance is passed. It 


may just be that the passage of this Ordinance is a direct 
violation of Federal statutory authority which would invalidate the 
attempt to imposé fee schedules and other types of regulations 
other than those specifically allowed by the Federal statute. 


With respect to the proposed Ordinance itself the following 
comments are presented: 


1.A.(5) - there is no provision in the definition of motor 
vehicle accident for any accident involving other than a private 
passenger automcbile. It is quite obvious that an accident may 
also involve two or more commercial vehicles without a private 
passenger automcbile being a part of the incident. 


1.A.(10) should not limit the "base of service" to the place 
where the tow v2hicle is stationed but also should include the 
place where the vehicles are stored since the place of storage 
directly impacts upon the ability of the Newark Police Lepartment 
to control the vehicles and the property. 


3.B. - there should be no reason for any subcontracting since 
the Official Tower should be a person or entity which complies with 
the requirements as envisioned by the certification stindards of 
Section 2. If tne Official Tower does not qualify because be must 
subcontract then the license should not be issued in the first 
place. The only reason for subcontracting to be envisioned would 
be if the Off:.cial Tower did not qu:lify for the license. 
Certainly, anyone who performs services at the request of the 
Municipality should be subject to the very same requirements as is 
the "Official Tower" and therefore the subcontractor should also 
have a towing license. 


4.(A)(2) - the information with respect to the vehicles, 
equipment and storage facilities is unclear and should be part of 
the initial Ordinance so that all prospective applicants are aware 
of the requirements for licensure. 
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4.(F) not only violates the provisions contained directly 
above and with:n Section (D) but also fails to provide any 
applicant with the required due process hearing for denial. Such 
provisions should be incorporated and the City should be mandated 
to act within the required time. of Section (D) and Section (F) 
should be removed. 


6. (D) (1)(b) - the location of the storage area "in a area that 
has a common border with any of the five (5) wards of the City of 
Newaxk" is ambiguous and not in the best interests of the 
Municipality. It is conceivable that the definition could be to 


allow a storage area completely on the far side of a Municipality 


which touches the City of Newark. This could mean that the storage 
area may not be even remotely close to: the City or have any 
Location which is convenient for anyone within the Municipality, 
particularly the citizens of the City of Newark. Certainly, a 
storage area at the farthest distance away from the border of any 
Municipality with the City of Newark is unlikely to have any 
rational relationship to the exercise of the police power of the 
City in its ability to govern and monitor both the area of storage 
or the vehicles which are stored on its behalf. 


7.A. - the provision for allowing towing in more than one ward 
at the same time and the requirement that there be sufficient 
eduipment and personnel to perform those services is not consistent 
with the requirements set forth in paragraph 6, since there is 
nething whatsoever in paragraph 6 which remotely suggests that the 
minimum requirements are on a “per ward" basis. 


7.B. ~ there is no reason for response time to be up to one 
hcur for any vehicle to respond. If the tower cannot respond or 
dces not have the available vehicles to respond then that should 
constitute a violation of the Ordinance. Since paragraph 6 
requires a certain amount of vehicles ard personnel, either the 
tower has the vehicle and personnel cepable of supplying the 
services to the Municipality or it doesn't. Certainly, there 
should be no. reason why any Official Tower should not be able to 
respond to the scene of any incident whero the health, safety and 
welfare of the public must be protected in any time which exceeds 
15 or 20 minutes. ` 


10.A.I. - the towing fee for private passenger vehicles of 
$65.00 directly violates the provisions of N,J.A.C. 11:3-38.1 which 
are incorporated into the Ordinance by the Ordinance itself. 
Accordingly, there is no reascn to include a illegal towing charge 
under the guise of a permitted charge when the Municipality knows 
full well at the present time that it is violative of State law. 
Additionally, reference is again made to the Federal Legislation 
which may very well preempt this complete paragraph. 


10.A.II = the charge for storage of $15.00 per day when the 
number of spaces required is a minimum of 50 also violates both the 
New Jersey Administrative Code and potentially the Federal 
Legislation. 


. 10.A.VII. - we believe that the caption should read "Any Other 
Service Not Enumerated Above", 


10.A.VII(ii) - the $65.00 per hour rate clearly violates the 
New Jersey Administrative Code and has no rational relationship to 
the requirements of that Code. 
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10.A. - there is nothing whatever in the fee schedule which 
relates to recovery services other than winching. There are many 
services that are performed by tow vehicles which are not winching 
and there are many services which are performed other than 
winching, for instance, the use of air bags. There should be 
additional fees allowed for any services relating to extraordinary 
work, recovery services and additional services related to heavy 
duty vehicles which are other than vinching. 


10.D. does make any sense as it relates to charges other than 
"basic towing services". For instance, it does not include, as 
indicated hereinabove, services relating to heavy duty vehicles 
other than winching. Additionally, it is assumed that, in 
accordance with the defination of "basic towing service" as set 
forth in Section 1.A.(2), a tow from a storage facility constitutes 
a separate towing procedure. This certainly is consistent with the 
defination in the Ordinance and it is assumed that this follows the 
intent of the Municipality in defining when a charge for a tow can 
be assessed. For instance, when a vehicle is removed through the 
use of a heavy duty hi/lo or other conveying equipment, a separate 
charge should be allowed, particularly in those instances when it 
is loaded onto another vehicle for removal from the area outside 
the storage facility. 


SUPPLEMENTAL: 


1. There does not appear to be any provision within the 
Ordinance with respect to disposition of vehicles that have been 
towed and stored by any Official Tower and not removed by the owner 
of the vehicle. This should be the obligation of the Municipality 


pursuant to N.J.S.A. 39:10A-1, et. seg, 


2. There is no provision whatever in the Ordinance with 
respect to the obligation of the police department to issue 
releases for vehicles prior to their being removed from the storage 
facility by the owner. Provisions mandating issuance of 
appropriate releases should be made a part of the ordinance. 


3. In the event there is personal property within any 
vehicle which is towed, a list of the personal property should be 
made at the scene and signed by the police officer in charge so 
that there will be no question concerning that property which is 
transferred to the care, custody and control of the tower. 


4. Since it is a possibility that an approved tower will 
have a storage facility outside of the jurisdictional boundaries of 
the City of Newark, there should be provisions in the Ordinance 
authorizing the police departwent to exercise their jurisdiction in 
other Municipalities and while on the property of the tower, : 
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particularly when the need is, to inspect the premises and the 
vehicles thereon. It is conceivable that the Newark Police 
Department will have no jurisdiction to do anything with respect to 
any vehicles on premises which are outside of the boundaries of the 
City, those vehicies and property being solely within the 
jurisdiction of the police department of the Municipality where the 
property is situated. ) be 

It appears that there is substantial question as to whether the 
Ordinance indeed complies with the needs of the citizens of _the 
City of Newark or indeed with the intent of the Newark Municipal 
Council, it is requested that the Council adjourn any consideration 
for passage of the Crdinance until future review and amendments be 


effectuated.

The Deputy City Clerk: The following ordinance was adopted on first 
reading, advertised in accordance with law and a hearing date set. It is now 
before you for public hearing, second reading and final passage: 

Ordinance by the City of Newark, in the County of Essex, New 
Jersey, appropriating $9,255,700. for the making of a Redevelopment Loan 
to a Redeveloper for the financing of project costs incurred in connection 
with, and the refinancing of certain prior bonds issued for, the construction 
of a nursing home facility located within the City of Newark, in the County 
of Essex, New Jersey and authorizing the issuance of up to $9,255,700. of 
bonds or notes of the City of Newark, in the County of Essex, New Jersey 
to finance part of the cost thereof. 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Local Redevelopment and Housing Law (L. 1992, c.79, 81) of the 
State of New Jersey, as amended and supplemented, N.J.S.A. 40A:12A-l, et seq. (the "Local 
Redevelopment Law"), the City of Newark in the County of Essex, New Jersey (the "Ciry") is empowered 
to exercise directly the redevelopment and rehabilitation powers granted under such act, including without 
limitation, the power to undertake the planning and development of redevelopment projects in certain 
designated redevelopment areas and to provide financial assistance for redevelopment projects; and 

WHEREAS, the Planning Board of the City has previously designated certain lands and buildings 
within the City as a redevelopment area in accordance with the Local Redevelopment Law, including 
Lots 5, 7, 9 through 16, 18 through 25, and 27 in Block 272; Lots 1 through 10, 16, 19 through 21, 23, 
and 25 through 40 in block 273; and a vacated portion of Fairmount Avenue (the "Project Location" y; 
and 

WHEREAS, New Community Urban Renewal Corporation (the "Redeveloper") has outstanding 
$7,510,000 Bonds (the "Prior Bonds") issued by the New Jersey Health Care Facilities Financing 
Authority (the “Authority"), which bonds were issued to finance the construction of a nursing home 
facility (the "Project Facilities") at the Project Location; and 

WHEREAS, the City has agreed to refinance the Prior Bonds issued on behalf of the 
Redeveloper and to finance additional costs of the Project Facilities previously incurred by the 
Redeveloper (the "Project"); and 


WHEREAS, the Redeveloper has agreed to finance the Project and has sought the assistance of 


the City to effectuate such financing; and 
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WHEREAS, inasmuch as the Redeveloper has secured the agreement of the Authority to permit 
the City to refinance the Prior Bonds, the City has recognized the Redeveloper as a redeveloper within 
the terms of the Local Redevelopment Law and has determined that the Project. would not have otherwise 
been undertaken without the provision of financial assistance to the Redeveloper; and 

WHEREAS, in order to provide financial assistance to the Redeveloper for the refinancing of 


the Project, fully intending to be secured by an assignment thereof or security interests therein, the City 


has determined to issue its notes and bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the City has determined that it will further the public purposes of tne City and it 
will be advantageous to the City to provide financial assistance to the Redeveloper for the financing of 
the Project; and 

WHEREAS, the Local Redevelopment Law authorizes the City to incur indebtedness, borrow 
money and expend money and to issue its negotiable bonds and notes for the purpose of aiding any 
redevelopment project which is located within its jurisdiction. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
NEWARK, IN THE COUNTY OF ESSEX, NEW JERSEY (not less than two-thirds of all members 
thereof affirmatively concurring) AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. — In accordance with the Local Redevelopment Law and the Local Bond Law 
(N.J.S.A. 40A:2-1, ef seq.), for the purposes described in the preambles hereto, there is hereby 
appropriated the sum of $9,255,700.00. 

SECTION 2. — In order to provide financial assistance to the Redeveloper and to finance the cost 
of the improvements and purposes set forth in the preambles hereto, negotiable bonds are hereby 
authorized to be issued in the principal amount of up to $9,255,700.00 pursuant to the Local Bond Law. 
In anticipation of the issuance of the bonds, negotiable bond anticipation notes are hereby authorized to 
be issued pursuant to and within the limitations prescribed by the Local Bond Law. 

SECTION 3. The City Business Administrator is hereby authorized to enter into negotiations 
with the Redeveloper on behalf of the City for the provision of a redevelopment loan to the Redeveloper 
upon such terms as the City Business Administrator, the Chief Financial Officer of the City (the " Chief 
Financial Officer") and City Counsel shall approve. The Mayor, the City Business Administrator, the 
Chief Financial Officer, the City Clerk and such other persons as are authorized to execute documents 
on behalf of the City are hereby authorized to execute and to deliver any and all loan documents, 


acknowledgements, letters and certificates necessary for the provision of the redevelopment loan to the. 
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Redeveloper and to accept any and all security and collateral for the repayment of the redevelopment loan 
by the Redeveloper. 

SECTION 4. — All bond anticipation notes issued hereunder shall mature as such times as may 
be determined by the Chief Financial Officer; provided that no note shall mature later than one year from 
its date. The notes shall hear interest at such rate or rates and be in such form as may be determined by 


the Chief Financial Officer. The Chief Financial Officer shall determine all matters in connection with 


notes issued pursuant to this Ordinance, and the Chief Financial Officer's signature upon the notes shall 
be conclusive evidence as to all such determinations. All notes issued hereunder may be renewed from 
time to time subject to the provisions of N.J.S.A. 40A:2-8(a). The Chief Financial Officer is hereby 
authorized to sel: part or all of the notes from time to time at public or private sale and to deliver them 
to the purchasers thereof upon receipt of payment of the purchase price plus accrued interest from their 
dates to the date of delivery thereof. The Chief Financial Officer is directed to report in writing to the 
governing body at the meeting next succeeding the date when any sale or delivery of the notes pursuant 
to this Ordinance is made. Such report must include the amount, the description, the interest rate and 
the maturity schedule of the notes sold, the price ohtained and the name of the purchaser. 

SECTION 5. The capital budget of the City, is hereby amended to conform with the provisions 
of this Ordinance to the extent of any in consistency herewith or the Local Redevelopment Law. The 
Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized to make application to the Local Finance Board within the 
Department of Community Affairs, State of New Jersey for approval of the issuance of notes and bonds 
pursuant to this Ordinance pursuant to the requirements of N.J.S.A. 40A:12A-37. It is the intention of 
the City that the notes and bonds authorized herein shall be fully deductible from the gross debt of the 
City for the full term thereof. 

SECTION 6. — An aggregate amount not exceeding $185,114.00 for items of expense listed in 
and permitted under N.J.S.A. 40A:2-20 is included in the estimated cost indicated herein for the purpose 
of improvements. 

SECTION 7. All bonds issued hereunder may, with the approval of the Local Finance Board, 
be sold ai private sale upon such terms and conditions as to which the City and the Redeveloper may 


agree, as provided in N.J.S.A. 404:12A-29. 


SECTION 8. The obligations to be issued hereunder shall be special limited obligations of the 
City payable out of the revenues of the Project and all such moneys are hereby pledged to the payment 


of the notes or bonds issued pursuant this Ordinance. The payment of principal and interest on the 
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obligations issued pursuant to this Ordinance shall be secured by a pledge and assignment of revenues 
of the Project. Néither the members of the City Council of the City nor any other person executing the 
notes or bonds issued pursuant to this Ordinance shall be liable on the such obligations by reason of 
issuance thereof. The notes and bonds issued pursuant to this Ordinance shall not be in any way a debt 
or liability of the State of New Jersey or any political subdivision thereof other than the City and shall 
not create or constitute any indebtedness, nor be or constitute a pledge of the faith and credit of the State 
of New Jersey or of any political subdivision thereof, but all such bonds or notes, unless funded or 

refunded by other bonds, notes or obligations of the City shall be payable only from revenues or funds 


pledged or available for their payment as set forth above. 


SECTION 9. The City shall comply with all provisions of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, 
as amended and the regulations promulgated thereunder or applicable thereto (the " Code") applicable to 
the honds or notes issued pursuant to this Ordinance and shall not take any action, or fail to take any 
action, if any such action or failure to take action would cause interest on the bonds or notes issued 
pursuant to this Ordinance to lose the exclusion from gross income under Section 103 of the Code or 
cause interest on the bonds or notes issued pursuant to this Ordinance to be treated as an item of tax 
preference under Section 57 of the Code. The City shail not directly or indirectly use or permit the use 
of any proceeds of such obligations or any other funds of the City, or take or omit to take any action, 
that would cause such obligations to be “arbitrage bonds” within the meaning of Section 148(a) of the 
Code, and wili comply with all requirements of Section 148 of the Code to the extent applicable to the 
bonds and notes authorized hereby and all proceeds thereof, including without limitations restricting the 
yield on the investment of any moneys in the manner and to the extent necessary to comply with said 
Section 148 of the Code. 

The City reasonably expects to reimburse the City’s expenditure of certain costs of the 
improvements or purposes described in SECTION 1 of this Ordinance ("Project Costs") incurred and paid 
prior to the issuance of any bonds or notes authorized by this Ordinance with the proceeds of such bonds 
or notes. This Section ís intended to be and hereby is a declaration of the City's official intent to 
reimburse any expenditure of Project Costs incurred and paid prior to the issuance of bonds or notes 
authorized herein with the proceeds of such bonds or notes in accordance with Treasury Regulations 
Section 1.150-2(e), and no reimbursement allocation will employ an abusive arbitrage device under 


Treasury Regulations Section 1.148-10 to avoid the arbitrage restrictions or to avoid the restrictions under

The notes shall bear interest at such rate or rates and be in such form as may he determined by 
the Chief Financial Officer. The Chief Financial Officer shall determine all matters in connection with 
notes issued pursuant to this Ordinance, and the Chief Financial Officer's signature upon the notes shall 
be conclusive evidence as to all such determinations.

SECTION 9. The City shall comply with all provisions of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986,

A business corporation where 51% of the interest in such corporation 
is beneficially owned by women and women occupy the majority of 
management and board decisions and control all decisions concerning 
the entity; or 


A partnership where 51% of the partnership interest in such 
partnership is beneficially owned by women and women occupy the 
Majority of management and partnership positions and control all 
decisions concerning the entity; and 


Which is certified as a bona fide women's business enterprise by 
a certifying agency designated by the Mayor. 


(g) Prior to the execution of a construction contract the director 
of the city department or agency responsible for initiating such 
contract for monitoring an agreement with an autonomous or semi- 
autonomous entity, as set forth in subsection (a) of this section, 
shall notify the Affirmative Action Office that a developer has 
been selected. 
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In order to be eligible as an MBE, with the Affirmative Action 
Plan for Construction, a business must be a sole proprietorship, 
partnership or corporation at least 51 percent of which is owned 
American, Native American which are defined as follows: 


a. African American - 4a person having origins in any of the 
groups of Africa; 


b. Hispanic - a person of Mexican, Puerto Rican, Cuban, Central 
or South American or other non European Spanish culture 


or origin, regardless of race. 


c. Asian American - a person having origins in any of the original 
peoples of the — Far East, Southeast Asia, the — Indian

through tribal affiliation or community recognition. 
(h) Any developer or contractor performing construction work that does 


not meet the minimum level of 25% minority business participation and 7% 
women's business participation, may request a waiver of the requirement. 
A request for a waiver shall include documentation of the efforts made 
toward locating and enlisting minority and women contractors, including 
the “good faith" criteria set forth in the Affirmative Action Plan. 


(i) In the event that minority business enterprises do not participate 
in at least 25% of the total construction cost of a project, or women's 
business enterprises do not participate in at least 7% of the total 
construction of a project, and the Review Council determines that the 
requirements for a waiver have not been met, it shall so inform the 
Affirmative Action Officer, who shall forward such determination to the 
Business Administrator, who shall forward it to the Mayor together with 
a report and recommendation. After receipt of such report and 
recommendation, the Mayor shall inforn the Municipal Council of the action 
taken with respect to enforcement of the terms of the agreement. Such 
action may include one or more of the following: 


(1) Requiring the contractor or developer to enforce his/her obligation 
under contracts with sub-contractors. 


(2) commencing an action or proceeding in arbitration as a third party 
beneficiary. 


(3) With-holding contract payments. 


(4) Recommending termination or suspension of the contract, in whole or 
in part, to the Municipal Council. 


(5) Directing that the contractor not be permitted to bid on city contracts 
for a specified period of time, not less than one year or more than 
five years. 


(6) Directing that the developer/contractor not be permitted to participate 
in construction contracts in connection with tax abatements, grants, 
loans or other special consideration by the City of Newark for a 
specified period of time, not less than one year or more than five 
years. 


(7) Imposing such monetary penalties for non-compliance, as set forth 
in the contract. 


(8) Taking any and all other actions available at law or equity for the 
breach of a material condition of a contract. 
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Section 2. Title 2, Chapter 2, Article 1l of the Revised Ordinances of 
the City of Newark, as amended and supplemented shall and hereby amended 
to include a new section to read as follows: 


Minority Business Enterprises (MBE) and Women Business Enterprises 
(WBE) Set-Aside Program. 


a. For purposes of these rules, a business shall be deemed to have 
its principal place of business in New Jersey when: 


I. It has been either incorporated or registered to do business in 
New Jersey; and 


II. either 51 Percent or more of its employees work in New Jersey, as$ 
evidenced by the payment of New Jersey unemployment taxes, or 51 percent 
or more of its business activities take place in New Jersey, as evidenced 
by its payment of income or business taxes, if the business has been in 
operation for one year or more. : 


b. For purposes of these rules, a business shall be deemed independently 
owned and operated, if its management is responsible for both its daily 
and its long term operation, and if its management owns at least 51 
percent interest in the the business. 


(3) In order to be eligible as a MBE with the Set-Aside Program, a business 
must be a sole proprietorship, partnership or corporation at least 51 
percent of which is owned and controlled by persons who are Black, Hispanic, 
Portuguese, Asian American, or American Indian, which are defined as 
follows: 


a. African American: having origins in any of the black 
racial groups of Africa. 


b. Hispanic: A person of Mexican, Puerto Rican, Cuban, 
Central or South American or other Spanish culture 
or origin, regardless of race. 


c. Asian American: A person having origins in any of 
the original people of the Far East, Southeast Asia, 
and Indian subcontinent, Hawaii or the Pacific Islands. 


d. Native Americans: A person having origins in any of 
the original peoples of North America and who maintains 
cultural identification through tribal affiliation 
or community recognition. 


e. Portuguese American: A person of Portuguese, ox other 
Portuguese culture or origin, regardless of race. 


(4) In order to "be eligible" as a WBE, a business must be a sole 
proprietorship, partnership or corporation at least 51 percent 
of which is owned and controlled by women. 


Pursuant to P.L. 1985, C. 482, the City of Newark hereby establishes 
minority business enterprise set-aside and a women's business enterprise 
set-aside progress program as a means of achieving the goal herein adopted. 


(A) Goals of the Set Aside Program 
(1) There is hereby established a goal of awarding no less than 25$ of 
City Contracts to minority owned businesses for the purchase of goods and 


services. In determining compliance with the 25$ goal, the aggregate cost 
of all such contracts with a fiscal year shall be considered. 
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{2) There is hereby established a goal of awarding no less that 7% of 
the City Contracts to women owned businesses for the purchase of goods 
and services. In determining compliance with the 7% goal, the aggregate 
cost of all such contacts within a fiscal year shall be considered. 


(3) The goal of 25% for minority owned business and 7% for women owned 
business participation in City Contracts (a) direct contracts with minority 
business enterprises and non-women contractors to sub-contract a portion 
of their total contracts to minority or women's business enterprises; or 

(b) joint ventures. 


(4) The percentage of the dollar value of the City's total procurement 
to be filled by means of these set-aside programs and the process for 
achieving same, shall be determineó by the Affirmative Action Officer after 
review by the Business Administrator. By October lst of each year, the 
Affirnative Action Officer shall meet with the Purchasing Agent, Budget 
Director and the Law Department to determine what aggregate procurements 
are to be made by the City and what contracts for goods, equipment, 
construction or services shall be designated for the MBE and WBE Set-Aside 
Programs. The Mayor shall make a report to the Municipal Council indicating 
the goods and contracts to be included in that fiscal year. 


(5) A "Set-Aside Contract" is herein defined as a contract or sub-contract 
specifically designated by the City of Newark as being for minority business 
enterprises and/or womens business enterprises. 


(6) The Mayor shall promulgate appropriate regulations to insure that 
the goals set forth in this Ordinance are implemented by the City. A copy 
of these regulations shall be placed on file in the Office of the City 
Clerk. 


(B) Standards of eligibility for minority business enterprises and womens 
business enterprises. 


(1) A business may be eligible as a minority business enterprise, a womens 
business enterprise or any combination of the two. 


(2) In order to be eligible as a MBE or WBE, a business must both have 
its principal place of business in New Jersey and be independently owned 
and operated. 


(C) Registration procedures for minority businesses and women businesses. 


(1) Any business which seeks to register as a minority owned business 
and/or women-owned business must apply to the Set-Aside Program. For these 
purposes, the Affirmative Action Officer or any other person(s) designated 
Shall prepare a Vendor Registration Form. This form shall be available 
from either the Office of Affirmative Action, or the Division of Purchasing. 


From a compilation of these Vendor Registration Forms, the Affirmative 
Action Officer or any other person(s) designated, shall maintain a minority 

business enterprise and women's business enterprise master list which shall 
contain the names and addresses of all eligible businesses for the Set- 
Aside Program. This list shail be updated and made current on, as a minimum 
requirement, a yearly basis. 


(2) As part of its registration with the Set-Aside Program, a business 
shall reasonably document its principal place of business and independent 
Status, and, as appropriate, the character of its business. All applicants 
must be certified as a MBE or WBE by an approved governmental state agency 
Or department. 
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a. If applicants fail to complete fully the Vendor 
Registration Form or to provide proof of 
certification, its application may be delayed or 
rejected. 


b. If an applicant knowingly supplies incomplete or 
inaccurate  informtion, the applicant shall be 
disqualified and may be subject to other penalties 
described in N.J.S.A. 17:12-6, 8. 


(D) Notification Requirements and Procurement Process. 


(1) When a business is accepted by the Set-Aside Program as a minority 
business or womens business, the business will be added by the SetAside 
Program onto the Set-Aside vendors list which shall be used in determining 
whether the City has fulfilled its contracting goals, and shall be minority 
and/or womens' business and other purchasing and contracting situations. 
There will be no limits to the number of businesses on the various minority 
business and womens business bidders lists. Each eligible applicant will 
be placed on that list or those lists for which it is qualified. 


(2) When a business is accepted as a minority business and/or womens 
business, that business may bid on contracts which are specifically set 
aside under this Ordinance. 


(3) A MBE or WBE applicant who has not received their certificate from 
an approved governmental agency or department may by bid or such contract 
provide said business with their certification within five (5) business 
days after the bid opening date. 


(4) Each contracting agency shall make a good faith effort to obtain the 
goals established by the Administration. Contracting agency shall be 
@efined as the Local Purchasing Agency, the Director of the Department 
of Engineering, and any other agency involved in the total procurement 
process. 


(E) Award standards and the Affirmative Action Officer's Responsibility 
for Monitoring Purchasing Agent's Compliance with these provisions. 


(1) Any contract specifically set aside for minority and/or women's 
businesses must be competitively bid, either through public advertising 
or through informal bidding, and may be awarded only if responsive bids 
from at least two (2) qualified bidders are received. 


(2) The specifications for a set-aside contract shall clearly and 
conspicuously state that an award may go only to a business duly registered 
with and approved by the Set-Aside Program. 


(3) The Affirmative Action Officer shall have the responsibility for 
approving all solicitations of bids prior to their offering by the 
Purchasing Agent. The Affirmative Action Officer shall further indicate 
his approval on all contracts entered into by the Purchasing Agent prior 
to their execution by the City and/or the submission of contracts to the 
Municipal Council for its review and approval. 


(4) All bids may be rejected on a Set-Aside contract and the contract 
may be re-bid as an ordinary contract where: 


(a) In evaluating the WBE and/or MBE bids, the Purchasing 
Agent or other City representatives charged with receiving 
bids determines that acceptance of any of the bids would 
Subject the City to an unreasonable expense, or to a contract 
otherwise unacceptable pursuant to the City's contracting 
and purchasing laws and rules; 
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(b) The Purchasing Agent or other city representatives does 
rot receive at least two (2) bids from qualified vendors 
approved as women and/or minority businesses, and 


(c) The Minority Business Enterprises for Womens Business 

: Enterprises knowingly supplied false information on the 
business and the contract would not otherwise have been 
awarded. 


(5) Immediately after rejecting all bids, the Purchasing Agent or 
other City representatives may, without any delay, re-bid the contract 
as an ordinary award. Women and minority business bidders may 
participate in this re-bidding process. 


(F) Ineligibility for future contracts. 


Whenever an MBE or WBE knowingly supplies false information resulting 
in the City's award of a contract to which it would not have ctherwise 
be entitled; or whenever an MBE or WBE fails to enter into a contract 
with the City after being awarded a contract for goods, services or 
or whenever an MBE or WBE fails to perform or adhere 
the Affirmative Action 
to the 


construction; 
to any terms and conditions of the contract, 
Office shall recommend the following remedies or actions 


governing body: 


(a) Assess against the business any difference 
between the contract and what the governing body's 
cost would have been if the contract had not been 
awarded in accordance with the provisions of this 


act; 


(b) In addition to the amount due under subsection 
(a), assess against the business a penalty in an 
amount of not more than 10$ of the amount of the 
contract involved; and 


(c) Order the the business ineligible to transact 
any business with the governing body or contracting 
agency of the governing body for a period to be 
determined by the governing body. 


Prior to any final determination, assessment or 
order under this section, the governing body shall 
afford the business an opportunity for a hearing 
on the reasons for the imposition of the penalties 
set forth in subsections (a), (b) or (c) of this 
section. 


(G) Annual Report 


(1) The Affirmative Action Officer shall submit an annual report 
to the Municipal Council by January 3lst of each year describing the 
City's effort in attaining the set-aside goals and the percentage 
of the dollar value of total procurements awarded under this ordinance. 


Section 3. Title 2, Chapter 2, Article 11 of the Revised Ordinance

remain outstanding and unrefunded, to operate the System as a 
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self-liquidating utility (as defined and set forth in the 
Local Bond Law) and this covenant shall be set forth on the 
face of any Instrument representing obligations authorized 
hereunder. 

(g) The City hereby further covenants with the Bond Holders 
that it shall fix rates, rentals and other charges for 
connection with and use of, and for the System, any 
improvements thereto or extensions thereof, hereafter 
constructed or acquired whether pursuant to this debt 
authorization or others subsequent hereto in an amount 
sufficient to produce in each fiscal year of the System, the 
revenues (when combined with other revenues of the System) 


necessary to provide for the payment of: 


(1) all expenses of operation, maintenance and repair of the 
System; and 

(2) 110 percent of all principal and interest payable during 
such fiscal year with respect to all bonds or other 
obligations authorized hereunder and with respect to 
obligations of the System currently issued and outstanding; 
and 

(3) If a deficiency in the System’s revenues, with respect to 
the covenants of this paragraph (g) nevertheless results, the 
City covenants with the Bond Holders that it will forthwith 
fix, and adjust its rates to the extent necessary to make up 


such deficiency. 


(h) The City hereby further covenants with the Bond Holders as 


follows: 


(1) to establish a reserve fund for repair and replacement of 
improvements and capital equipment financed by this or any 


other capital authorizations for the System, which shall be

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referred to as a "Maintenance Reserve and Replacement Fund," 


which is hereby established for the System as a separate fund.

other obligations of the System and for the expenses of 
operations, maintenance and repair of the System; and (iv) 
notwithstanding anything set forth herein, the System shall 
be allowed to appropriate or otherwise transfer monies to

Section 7. The full faith and credit of the City are hereby 
pledged to the punctual payment of the principal of and interest on 
the said obligations authorized by this Bond Ordinance. Said 
obligations shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the City, 
and, unless paid from the revenues of the City's self-liquidating 
water system, or from other revenues of the City, the City shall be

Section 8. The Water Capital Budget of the City is hereby 
amended to conform with the provisions of this Bond Ordinance to 
the extent of any inconsistency herewith.

This Section is intended to be and hereby is a 
declaration of the City's official intent to reimburse any

determined, declared, recited and stated: 

(a) The purposes described in Section 3 of this Bond

The owner shall, at his own expense, have the 
registration number tattooed upon the dog in a prominent location.

(2) to display, in a conspicuous manner, a sign on his/her 
premises warning that a potentially dangerous dog is on the 
premises. The sign shall be visible and legible from 50 feet of 
the enclosure required pursuant to paragraph (3) of this 
subsection; 


(3) to immediately erect and maintain an enclosure for the 
potentially dangerous dog on the property where the potentially 
dangerous dog will be kept and maintained, which has sound sides, 
top and bottom to prevent the potentially dangerous dog from 
escaping by climbing, jumping or digging and within a fence of at 
least six feet in height separated by at least three feet from the 
confined area. The owner of a potentially dangerous dog shall 
securely lock the enclosure to prevent the entry of the general 
public and to preclude any release or escape of a potentially 
dangerous dog by an unknowing child or other person. All 
potentially dangerous dogs shail be confined in the enclosure or, 
if taken out of the enclosure, securely muzzled and restrained with 
a tether approved by the animal control officer and having a 
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minimum tensile strength sufficiently in excess of tzat required to 
restrict the potentially dangerous dog's movement s t a radius of 
no more than three feet from the owner and under the direct 
supervision of the owner; 


b. may require the owner to maintain liability insurance in an 
amount determined by the municipal ccurt to cover any damage or 
injury caused by the potentially dangerous dog. The liability 
insurance, which may be separate from any other homeowner policy, 
shall contain a provision requiring the municipality in which the 
owner resides t be named as an additional insured for tne sole 
purpose of being notified by the insurance company of any 
cancellation, termination or expiration of the liability insurance 
policy. 


6:1A-7 Procedures for appeal. 


The owner of the dog, or the animal control officer in the 
municipality in which the dog was impcunded, may appeal any final 
decision, order or judgment, including any conditions attached 
thereto, of a municipal court pursuant to this ordinance and 
N.J.S.A. 4:19-17 et seq., by filing an appeal with the Superior 
Court, Law Division, in accordance with the Rules Governing The 
Courts of the State of New Jersey pertaining to appeals from courts 
of limited jurisdiction.

a. If a dog is declared vicious or potentially dangerous, and 
all appeals pertaining thereto have been exhausted, the owner of 
the dog shall e liable to the municipality in which the dog is 
impounded for the costs and expense of impounding and destroying 
the dog. The municipality may establish by ordinance a schedule of 
these costs and expenses. The owner shall incur the expense of 
impounding the dog in a facility other that the municipal pound, 
regardless of whether the dog is ultimately found t tb vicious or 
potentially dangerous. 


b. If the dog has bitten or exposed a person within 10 days 
pervious to the time of euthanasia, its head shall be transported 
to the New Jersey State Department of Health laboratory for rabies 
testing.

If the municipal court finds that the dog is not vicious or 
potentially dangerous, the, the municipal court shall retain the 


right to convene a hearing to Getermine whether the dog is vicious 
or potentially dangerous for any subsequent actions of the dog. 


6:1A-10 Duties of owner of potentially dangerous. dog. 


The owner of a potentially dangerous dogs shall: 


a. comply with the provisions of this ordinance in accordance 
with a schedule established by the municipal court, but in no case 
more than 60 days subsequent to the date of determination; 

b. notify the licensing authority, local police department or 
force and the animal control officer if a potentially dangerous dog 
is at large, or has attacked a human being or killed a domestic 
animal; 

c. notify the licensing authority, local police department or 
force, and the animal control officer within 24 hours of the death, 
sale or donation of a potential!v dangerous dog; 
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d. Prior to selling or donating the dog, inform th 
prospective owner that the dog has been declared potential} 
dangerous; 

| e. upon the sale or donation of the dog to a person residing 
in a different municipality, notify the department and the 
licensing authority, police department or force, and animal control 
officer of that municipality of the transfer of ownership and the 
name, address and telephone of the new owner; and 

f. in addition to any license fee required pursuant to law, 
pay a potentially dangerous dog license fee to the municipality as 
provided in section 13 below. 


6:1A-11 Violations by owner; penalties; enforcement; seizure 
and impoundment of dog; destruction by order of court. 


The owner of a potentially dangerous dog who is found to have 
violated this act, or any rule or regulation adopted pursuant 
thereto, or to have failed to comply with a court's order shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than $1,000.00 per day of the 
violation, and each day's continuance of the violation shall 
constitute a separate and distinct violation. The municipal court 
Shall have jurisdiction to enforce this section.

THE COUNTY OF ESSEX, NEW JERSEY (not less than two-thirds of all 


the members thereof affirmatively concurring), AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The improvements and purposes described in Section 
3 of this Bond Ordinance are hereby authorized as capital 
improvements to be made or acquired by the City of Newark, County 
of Essex, State of New Jersey (hereinafter the "City"). For said 
improvements or purposes stated in Section 3 hereof, there is 
hereby appropriated the sum of $802,000 including the sum of 
$40,100 is herein appropriated as the down-payment from the Capital 
Improvement Fund, said $40,100 for said down-payment purposes is 
hereby appropriated and is now available by virtue of a provision 
in the currently adopted budget or in a previously adopted budget 
of the City and is currently available for down-payment for capital 


improvement purposes. 


Section 2. For the financing of said improvements or purposes 
and to meet the part of said $802,000 appropriation not otherwise 
provided for hereunder, negotiable bonds of the City are hereby 
authorized to be issued in a principal amount not to exceed 


$761,900 pursuant to the Local Bond Law. In anticipation of the 
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issuance of said bonds, negotiable notes of the City in a principal 
amount not exceeding $761,900 are hereby authorized to be issued 
pursuant to and within the limitations prescribed by said Law. In 
the event that bonds are issued pursuant to this Bond Ordinance, 
the aggregate amount of notes hereby authorized to be issued shall 
be reduced by an amount equal to the principal amount of the bonds 
so issued. If the aggregate amount of outstanding bonds and notes 
issued pursuant to this bond ordinance shall at any time exceed 
$761,900, the moneys raised by the issuance of said bonds shall, to 
not less than the amount of such excess, be applied to the payment 
of such notes then outstanding, at maturity. Each bond 
anticipation note issued pursuant to this bond ordinance shall be 
dated on or about the date of its issuance and shall be payable not 
more than one year from its date, shall bear interest at a rate per 
annum as may be hereafter determined within the limitations 
prescribed by law and may be renewed from time to time pursuant to 
and within the limitations prescribed by the Local Bond Law. Each 
of said notes shall be signed and shall be under the seal of said 
City and attested as permitted by law. The appropriate City 
officers are hereby authorized to execute said notes and to issue 
saíd notes in such form as they may adopt in conformity with the 
law. The power to determine all matters in connection with this 
Ordinance and also the power to sell said notes, is hereby 
delegated to the Chief Financial Officer of the City (the 
"Financial Officer"), who is hereby authorized to sell said notes 
either at one time or from time to time in the manner provided by 
law and the Financial Officer's signature upon the notes shall be 
conclusive evidence as to all such determinations. The Financial 
Officer is authorized and directed to report in writing to the 
governing body at the meeting next succeeding the date when any 
sale or delivery of notes pursuant to this Bond Ordinance is made, 
such report to include the principal amount, description,interest 
rate and maturity of the notes sold, the price obtained and the 


name of the purchaser.

Section 4. The following additional matters are hereby 


determined, declared, recited and stated: 


(a) The purposes described in Section 3 of this Bond 
Ordinance are not current expenses and are property or 
improvements which the City may lawfully acquire or make as 
general improvements, and no part of the cost thereof has been 
or shall be specially assessed on property specially benefited 
thereby. 

(b) The period of usefulness of said purposes is within the 
limitations of the Local Bond Law taking into consideration 
the amount of said obligations authorized for saíd purposes, 
according to the reasonable life thereof computed from the 
date of said bonds authorized by this Bond Ordinance, and for 
said purposes, as set forth in Section 3 hereof, the period of 
usefuiness is 15.65 years. 

(c) The Supplemental Debt Statement required by the Local

improvements and are included in the foregoing estimates 


thereof. 


Section 5. Each of the bonds authorized herein shall be 
designated "Qualified Bond (Qualified pursuant to the Municipal 
Qualified Bond Act, N.J.S.A. 40A:3-1 et seq. )" and shall contain 
a recital that it is issued pursuant to Title 40A of the New Jersey 
Statutes and is entitled to the benefits of the provisions of the 
Municipal Qualified Bond Act,  N.J.S.A.  40A:3-1 et seg. Within 
ten (10) days after the date of issuance of qualified bonds, the 
City shall certify to the State Treasurer the name and address of 
the paying agent, the maturity schedule, interest rate and dates of 
payment of debt service on such qualified bonds. The bonds must be 
registered bonds, registered as to both principal and interest, or 
as consistent with any applicable law in effect as of the date of 
issuance. The form, date, denomination, interest rate and maturity 
of the bonds shall be as hereafter determined by resolution of the 


Municipal Council. 


Section 6. The governing body of the City hereby covenants on 
behalf of the City to take any action necessary or to refrain fron 
taking action in order to preserve the tax exempt status of the 


debt obligations authorized hereunder as is required under the 
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Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, including compliance 
with said code with regard to the use, expenditure, investment, 
timely reporting and the rebate of investment earnings as may be 


required thereunder. 


Section 7. The full faith and credit of the City are hereby 
pledged to the punctual payment of the principal of and interest on 
the said obligations authorized by this Bond Ordinance. Said 
obligations shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the City, 
and, unless paid from other revenues of the City, the City shall be 
obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property 
within the City for the payment of said obligations and interest 


thereon without limitation as to rate or amount. 


Section 8. The Capital Budget of the City is hereby amended 
to conform with the provisions of this Bond Ordinance to the extent 
of any inconsistency herewith. The resolution in the form 
promulgated by the Local Finance Board of the New Jersey Department 
of Community Affairs showing full detail of the amended capital 
budget and capital program as approved by the Director of the 
Division of Local Government Services, is on file with the City

Section 9. The City reasonably expects to reimburse any 
expenditures towards the costs of the improvement or purpose 
described in Section 3 of this ordinance paid prior to the issuance 
of any bonds or notes authorized by this ordinance with the 
proceeds of such bonds or notes. No funds from sources other than 
the bonds or notes authorized herein has been or is reasonably 
expected to be reserved, <«llocated on a long-term basis or 
otherwise set aside by the City, pursuant to its budget or 
financial policies with respect to any expenditures to be 
reimbursed. This Section is intended to be and hereby is a 


declaration of the City’s official intent to reimburse any
